ter. Seemingly we must adopt other methods tlian 
the dispassionate appeal it the logic of the Tommy 
Atkinses. 

. Jrvin Sluiw, the author Of "Bury the Dead," 
seems to believe that It Isn't the Tommy who de- 
cldes whethêr we have. ware. But he does bollovo 
tliat the Tommies 'cari bôndltlon the decisions of 
tliose w)io do make tho decisions. And he shows 
ijH 'I'ouiMiloH whoHe reasons for wanting to remain 
alive aro simple, llfe-liko, JIfo-wanUng reasons. Jlo 
shows us tliu maohlnei7 of war In a very dlseuohaut- 
ing caricature. And tho comblnaUon of almpla 
reasons on the one hand, and accentuated unrea- 
son on till) oilKir, ninkes ii tulllng Impiosslon. 

Tile puilal. may .sny that this is not cricket. Hut 
neulii.r Ih Ii. cricket for the war-maker to ba one 
Junii» alioud of the peopln who fight the wars. 
Koitlior is It cricket for tho powers that be to so

The purpose of the play it), greater tlinn tho play 
Itself, and tile play greater than the players.
